I have been asked to pass a scien- 
tific opinion upon the preposition 
made by Principal Enoch Henry 
Currier to Welcome and employ a 
hypnotist of acceptable standing to 
the medical profession to experiment 
upon the pupils of the New York In- 
stitution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb, with a view of 
curing certain eases of deafness by 
means of hypnotism. The proposition 
is one which should be of great inter- 
est to every true scientist, and the 
experiments, if undertaken, should 
and will he closely followed by eveiy 
student of advanced science. Before 
I express my personal opinion, let me 

define hypnotism and explain the 
phenomena SO far as we are able to 
do so. 

One had as well ask what possible 
Future there is for great accomplish- 
ments through human invention, as to 
ask what it is possible four the skilled 
operator to accomplish through the 
influence of the phenomena which we 
classify under the name of hypnotism. 
I'o such a question one can only an- 
swer, " I do not know." Hypnotism 
> much of an infant in the 
scientific world, and is so little under- 
stood, that anyone who claims to 
know what it is possible to aceom 
plish through its medium would be at 
once stamped by capable men 
charlatan or a fool. It is only during 
the last half of the century that the 
subject has been a matter of st udy 
and research by our scientists, and in 
such a short time it is impossible that, 
it could be even fairly well understood 
It, is true that there is excellent i 

to believe that the phenomena were 

known to tbe ancient nations of the 
■ I" whom there is any history, to 

the Greeks, the Romans, the tfgpy- 

tians and to the nations oi Europe 
that slowly evolved into civilization 
after the downfall of the Roman 
Empire. The fakirs of India, the 
,ans of Persia, the oracles of 
Greece, the seers of Koine, tbe priests 
and priestesses of Kg\ pi, the monastic 
recluses of the middle id tbe 

i-cstatics of the seventeenth and tbe 

early part of the eighteenth centuries 
exhibited many symptoms that were 
and are still attributed by religious 
enthusiasts to supernatural agencies, 
but* which are explicable by what wo 
know of hypnotism. While there is 
every reason to believe that these 
ancients were familiar with the 
phenomena, their methods employed 
in using it and whatever they ac- 
complished through it* agency for 
good or evil have not been preserved 

for tbe scientists of the present time, 

and (he subject, therefore, is presented 
to our investigators as practically a 
new discov.iv When I say that it 
is only during tbe latter half of this 
century that hypnotism has been 
scientifically studied, I do not mean to 
say that it has only been during that 
limited period that its phenomena has 
been known to our scientists.

ent time accomplished. So popular 
has the allusion to hypnotism as an 
agency employed by one person in 
utilizing anot her for some purpose of 
bis own become, that it is hardly 
possible for one to pick up a daily 
newspaper to-day without finding 
some paragraph or longer article 
describing the commission of some 
crime in which it is not set forth that 
the actual criminal was controlled and 
actuated by some person who 
exercised a hypnotic influence over 
him. Indeed, we have already* read 
of eases which have attracted a vast 
deal of attention in the criminal 
courts in which it has been averred 
that even such a heinous crime as 
murder has been committed by one 
individual whose acts were controlled 
by another through the agency of 
hypnotism, and who was thereby 
rendered personally irresponsible. 
While such a defense has never yet 
been successfully pleaded, the very fact 
of its setting up establishes a pos- 
sibility for the romancer and the 
novelist to weave weird and fantastic 
yarns with the hypnotic phenomena 
as the excuse for the meandering of 
his imagination. All those thin 
far as our knowledge at the present 
time goes, have no foundation in fact. 
I have never seen a novel, and I 
think 1 have read most of the 
which the hypnotic agency is made 
tbe principal source of tbe actions of 
the leading characters, where the 
things alleged to have been ac- 
complished have had tbeir parallel in 
real life. The latest novel of Dr. 
Conaa Doyle, cut it led "The Parasite;" 
"The Witch Of Prague." by Marion 
Crawford, and I>u Manner's "Trilby" 
all describe phenomena which are 
alleged to be the p'sult of hypnotism, 
which to the investigating and well- 
read man on the subject are thoroughly 
absurd. As yet it is a question which 
has not been determined by any of 
tbe great "schools oi hypnotism as to 
whether any person can be made to 
commit crime by hypnotic sug- 
gestions. It was admitted that Ky- 
raud, tbe Parisian st rangier forced 
Oabrielle Bompard to become bis 
accomplice in the commission of the 
murder for which he was executed, 
after be bud hypnotized her, but the 
claim was never substantiated by any 
evidence of any value, nor were those 
inter es ted in investigating the ease 
ever able to find out truthfully 
whether or not Eyraild had ever placed 
■ man in the hypnotic condition.

The truth of the matter in regard 
tO hypnotism is that the whole subject 
IS one which hat a* yet been imp. 
ly settled, and a truly scientific attitude 
toward it should neither be one of 
skepticism or credulity, but simply 
one of expectancy. To my mind it 
promises vast possibilities. To de- 
eribe just what these possibility 
would be an act of foolishness or an act 
of charlatanism on my part because I 
do not know ; I might claim that this 
and that or the other thing can be 
done, but it is, in my Opinion, very 
wrong for one who is investigating 
with tbe purpose of demonstrating 
facts, and facts alone, and of utilizing 
in the conduct of his work only those 
things which have been actually 
demonstrated to be true, to speculate 
as (0 tbe possibilities of any scientific 
investigations. I must, therefore, 
confine myself strictly to facts as they 
have been demonstrated to me, and 
leave speculation to those who prefer 
to dream rather than to act. There 
is this, however, 1 would like to say : 
The morbid lights that have been 
thrown about the hypnotic pheno 
mena by tin- claims advanced in be- 
half of criminals and by the stories 
of crime prompted by hypnotic sug- 
gestion, woven by novelists and 
romanancers, have associated tbe sub- 
ject in the lay mind, and even in tbe 
medical mind, with (pi.ickery and 
sensationalism and the sinister side 
of life so thoroughly that it is looked 
upon as a bugaboo and an evil in 
flueiice rather than one through which 
good can be accomplished. Now, 
this is a very improper view to take 
of tbe subject. I think our ne 
are doing more injury than good by 
tbeir stories in which they make hyp- 
notism the basis of action. 'To admit

The grand ball given by the Deaf- 
Mutes' union League at the Central 
Opera IIiimhc Assembly Rooms last 
Wednesday cvcniiig the 10th, ban 
now Income a thing of the past, and 
sin has characterised all other like 
Oeoationt given by this young so- 
olety, it proved a social success, while 
financially the oluh it about even on 

the result if not ahead a few dollars. 

The al tendance, according to t he ( 'mil- 
mitlccof Arrangements, was SAO. This 
is greatly below the average attend- 
ance at their annual affairs, and there 
were a variety of causes to account for 
it, and for which the committee was 
not responsible. On the contrary, it is 
much to their credit that so many 
could be got, together. First there 
iverc the elements that made the day 
.is disagreeable as possible. In the 
morning it was raining hard and con- 
tinued until dusk, when it, was re- 
placed by a snow storm, but which, 
however, was brief in its existence, 
for at about nine o'clock the sky was 
dotted with stars ; still the atmosphere 
was moist, and slush covered the 
streets and sidewalks to an extent as 

to render walking a discomfortable 

matter. Secondly, there was the 
strike of the trolley car employees in 
Brooklyn, which kept away a goodly 
number of om Brooklyn friends, and, 
thirdly, there is quite an epidemic of 
the " grip," which kept a good many 
moie confined to their homes.
